With reference to the report on the above sient dated 

July 26th, 1940, the five resolutions adopted are worthy of further 
comment. 
1. The question arises as to what method will be adopted for 
the transiation daily of the Noon News Bulletin. The suggestion 
put forward that it be done through this office is not feasible 
for very obvious reasons. 
2. The Indian Government policy regarding religion is "Strict 
Neutrality" and the use of the Gurdwara and Mosques for the 
disseminationof propaganda is not advisable. 
3. This office cannot undertake the distribution of propaganda 

with Police Orders as it will be a sign of weakness on our part. 

If it is known that agitation is rife amongst the Sikh Police it 
\ requires sterner methods than propaganda leaflets. 

4. The answer to this is similar to No. l. 

5. The idea is good but all necesgary arrangements and 
diatribution of ‘tickets etc. should be undertaken by an outside ‘ 
source. 

On the 21st December 1939 this office was asked by : 
Mr. AcAcL. Tuson of the British Embassy for suggestions regarding 
the dissemination of propaganda amongst the local Sikh Conmnuni ty 
and a copy of the reply forwarded is attached. I em still of 
Opinion that propaganda coming from India would have greater 
results than anything that could be done locally.
